complaint which was filed by the 
law firm of Gilbert, Ela & Heilr«-an, 
attorneys for the tobacco pool, will 
appear in circuit court here Friday 
afternoon to show cause why a tern- 
porary 
injunction 
should not be 


granted to the co-operative pool. 


The court order enjoins the de- 


fondants, M. H. Bakkedal, Lloyd 
Bakkeda!, Andrew Nottestad, 
Ole 


Johnson, Will Nelson, Arnold John- 
son, 
Albert Larson, Henry Moen, 


Oliver Mockrud, and Adolph Svenn, 
from interfering in any way with 
the pool's contracts with farmers or 
from attempting to receive tobacco 
purchased from pool members. 


Offers of higher prices than those 


paid by the organized state pool in 
an attempt to cause dissatisfaction 
among the pool 
members, 
and a 


conspiracy to interfere 
with 
the 


pool's workings by soliciting mem- 
bers to break their contracts with 
that organization, are named in the 
complaint as reasons for the 
re- 


straining order. 
That the defend- 


ants have, actually purchased tobac- 
co from pool members, guarantee- 
ing to protect them from all lia- 
bility to the pool is alleged in the 
complaint. 


The success of the tobacco pool 


as organized depends upon the -"-•- 
formanee by the members of thpir 
contracts to sell and deliver to -"-he 
pool all of: their tobacco. 
Dissen- 


sion among the members means the 
failure 
of the. pool. 
More 'than 


82,000,000 worth of 
tobacco 
has 


been contracted for by the pool. The 
offers of higher prices than .those 
paid by the pool is a method cm- 
plovcd by independent buyers who 
sock tho failure of the pool. Were 
the pool to fail, the farmers would 
not receive the same prices for their 
crop, officers of the pool assert.

During the past few months there has been considerable discussion 


upon the question of iiow to dispose of the $1,000,000 left to this city, by 
a fund established in 1923 by The Capital Times, a -newspaper then in its 
infancy. May I suggest: Why not use the whole of this amount to erect 
a central plant in this city to supply Madison and surrounding states with 
electrical energy thus eliminating the necessity of depending upon Chicago 
for wireless waves? 


Madison, now covering an: area of over 1,000 square miles, can not 


rely upon any other city for its power, heat, etc., much longer. Only a 
few days ago Chicago had the sservice in this city cut off for some time, 
our heaters cold, radiophones were out of commission, autos 'stalled, in 
fact everything in that line wag demoralized until the smaller Madison 
station could speed up its power and help us out on the most [needed 
things. Furthermore, looking into the Tut,re: With a large central power 
house located here, we also could use the '"Lecser" or electrical eervant, 
perfected some time ago by Edmetz. One day, about six months back, 
while flying home from Brazil, I had to descend near New Orleans on 
account of a damaged wing. I walked over to the Community Service 
Station, and they repaired my wing in a short time without loosening the 
fastenings from my body. This work and all other work in that place 
was done by the silent mechanically perfect, Lecsers. There were about 
2,000 of these manlike things (I say manlike, but there the resemblance 
^nds.. for they are equally capable of work whether standing on their feet, 
hands or so called head, in fact any position they assume seems to be al- 
right) There were about 2,000 in this shop, all controlled by one man from 
the office in the building. The few Lecsers that have been tried out here, 
•have not been very successful, due to lack of power, but an electrical sta- 
tion here would remove that trouble, and then even our farms would take 
on a different appearance, for the soil could be. tilled and the crops har- 
vested by Lecsers (who b« the way are guaranteed strike proof) nt but a 
Uttle cost, namely that for power. 


With everything controlled from the city by the Land'Owners' Assn., 


buildings would not be needed out in the country as noiv, for with the 
distance between the cities so great, and no villages in between, houses 
must be kept up in the country for the accommodation of the army of 
-workicftn who move from place to place daring the year to do the work.

Now as to revenue obtained from this service, it-surely ounht to.pay 


for itself and leave a surplus, for just think of the miHiona (>f airplanes 
and autos that must use this power and the revenue from the miliier.? of 
i 


heating plants. Even the small r,toves used by tourists on their camping i 
trips. The meters on these stoves, using, heat waves from the city of 
Chicago, or as it has been recently renamed, Chi-oliet, when checked up 
for the last season, amounted -to many millions of dollars. And then we 
may be able to land a contract to supply the International Ore Smelters, 
who have so many underground plants in this and neighboring states 
with heat waves, or may be the Hudson Bay-Terra Del Puego Hourly \ir 
Line with power waves. Another thing, Marc-esla, the scientific wizard 
who for the past few months has been living in his houseboat in the mid- 
dle of the Atlantic Ocean, asserts that he has been given-the secret of a 
cheap way of manufacturing our concentrated food products, in a mes- 
sage from a friend in Mars, and now intends to build a large plant in the 
middle west, employing Lecsers throughout the building, and later man- 
ufacturing operations. Why not induce him to come out here? 
We can 


do it, if we let him know that we will have a large power plant here with 
its resulant airtram connections, both freight and passenger service to 
all parts of the world.

Cairo Seeks Corn 


'I-T ^^K years ago the college at Cairo sent 
•* 
abroad in quest of corn adapted to the 


,~-.M! and climate of Egypt. The results prove?! 
must favorable lo varieties produced in the 
last 20 years by selective processes at the 
University of Wisconsin, and the harvest 
from the original shipment is well dissem- 
inated throughout, the Nile valley. 
In the 


last two years the demand from Egyptian 
growers has led to considerable shipments by 
members of the Wisconsin Experimental as- 
sociation, who raise pure bred corn. One of 
the shippers is .1. A. Rrunkcr, Ridgeway. 


"So far as we know, this corn -has been 


satisfactory from every standpoint, and we 
look for a good trade with Kgypt in the fu- 
ture," .said Prof. R. A. Moore, secretary of 
the association. 
"We have several hundred 


members who follow the best methods—fire 
dryinjr, placing on the market a high grade 
pure brad corn, and this enables our state, to 
fill any kind of orders. 


Corn Will Not Change

will lose its char-

ncteristicsx if taken a short distance 


from the environment in which it has been 
produced, but this is not the case with the 
varieties perfected here. We have spent 20 
years fixing the type, and no matter where it 
is raised it is the same. The work is inter- 
esting because there is nothing trivial about 
it—it deals with million dollar problems." 


Kgypt is not the only distant land to which 


Wisconsin corn has made its way. Shipments 
go to Rhodesia, China, Japan'.and 'various 
European countries. Before the war there 
was a large trade with Russia, but this ha-s 
been lost for the present. 
Canada buys a 


great deal of the cold-resistant variety. 


i 
Just why corn thrives when transported 


from the frosty northern climate to the trop- 
ical regions of Egypt, there to grow amid 
date palms, and fig and orange trees, is not 
known, but it is possibly due to some local 
condition comparable to those in some parts 
of the United States—in Texas and New 
Mexico, for example,'Wisconsin corn is ex- 
tensively planted, because it ripens before 
the fields are baked by the hoti summer 
winds, and before troublesome insect pests 
can .come to life. 


Valley Has 3 Seasons 


T"1 1113 Nile valley has three seasons—the 
* first from June to November, when the 
country is inundated by the annual overflow; 
the second, the crop raising season, known 
as spring, from November to March, and the 
third called summer, from March to June, 
when hot, dry winds -sweep from the Sahara 
desert. 


Egypt has a large population of its own, 


and it also exports to Europe. If it is as 
lucky with its new crop as Wisconsin has 
been,.corn will doubtless, become an impor- 
tant source of food supply. It has beer, only 
a short time since the "corn belt" ridiculed 
the efforts of Badger growers to rival its rich 
iic'ds. 
Now, through the adoption of seed 


breeding, this state is more than able to cope 
with all competitors. 
Its growers have, in- 


creased the yield 25,000,000 bushels on the 
same area. 
A table of averages by the 


United States department of agriculture, 
giving the average yield an acre in each 
state covering a period of three years (1910, 
1920, 1021), shows these results: Missouri, 
20.7; Illinois, 24.8; Indiana, 37.8; Michigan, 
38.3; Minnesota, 39.5; Ohio, 42.4; Iowa, 43.5; 
Wisconsin, 44.8.

The Milk Situation 


Madistm Poctor Explains 'Conditions Here; 


Says That Pasteurization Necessary 


[To the Editor]—In view of the :newg carried 


for the past few days as to the spread of scarlet 
fever through a milk sxipply from one of tha 
dairies supplying people in Madison, and in view 
of the conflicting1 opinions of various people in- 
toryiewed as .to the remedy of the situation, I 
think it is necessary to clear the atmosphere of 
any fog and that a clear, concise statement con-, 
earning tho situation be made. 
. 


It has been established by pur health depart- 


ment that the people using milk from a dairy 
farm close to Madison are having.scarlet fever 
occur in their families.. An investigation has 
shown that scarlet fever has occurred on that 
farm recently. The conclusion, therefore, seems 
u-navoidable that the 
milk supply from that 


farm has been inff-cted and that scarlet fever 
has been spread to the city 
into the homes, 


using this milk- Our health officer assures us 
that tho source of the infection has 
been re- 


moved by having the milk from this farm pas- 
teurized for the time being. What then is the 
concern which the people should have concern- 
ing the further spread of scarlet fever? 


We do not need to worry further about the 


milk supply from this dairy. That has boon 
remedied. There may be other cases of scarlet 
fever as the result of exposure to these cases 
which have contracted the disease from the milk. 
There is, however, nothing, to be particularly 
alarmed over, and certainly not if parents will 
isolate their children as soon as they appear 
sick ar.d keep them isolated until a diagnosis 
is made.. 


The next important thing to have, clear is the 


relation of the milk supply 
and 
the 
future 


health of the city. The health oC the people and 
particularly the children of any community de- 
pends upon a clean milk supply, which is free 
from material which can produce disease. Milk 
may be collected under the most sanitary con- 
dition and'from the most healthy herds and still 
contain disease producing bacteria. 
The only 


way known to prevent milk from carrying dis- 
e.ase producing bacteria ij to heat, it hot enough 
to kill .such bacteria; in other words, to pas- 
teurize. 


Diseases which arc spread through milk arc of 


two. kinds, diseases ol! animal origin and dis- 
eases of human origin. The diseases of animal 
origin arc tuberculosis, .Coot and mouth disease 
and others. 
In these cases the cow actually has 


the disease and is throwing off in her milk I lie 
bacteria which cause that disease- Go\v:" .suFTor- 
ing f.rt>m luberculoFis often shed tubercle baciiii 
in their milk and the disease is often contracted 
by those who drink the milk. 
The 
tuberculin 


lest determines those cows which have tubercu- 
losis. The use of milk from 
only those cows 


which are provp.d 'by this test to be free from 


| tuberculosis is certainly dcsirabic. We should 


keep clearly in mind, however, i.hat the use of 
milk from herds which havo been freed from 
tuberculosis by the tuberculin test protects the 
city, against 
only 
onp disease, tuberculosis, 


transmitted through the milk from tubercular 
cows. 


The diseases of human origin 
arc 
scarlet 


fever, diphtheria, typhoid fever, 
paratyphoid 


fever, septic sore throat, tuberculosis and others. 
These diseases are spread through milk because 
it has been contaminated by people who arc aich 
with one or the other of them, or who, if not 
actually sick, arc casting oJV the bacteria which 
cause them. 
It is plain that a tuberculin lest 


applied, to the cow would not protect against 
infection placed in thq, milk by an individual 
handling it. The only means to protect against 
these diseases is by parteurization. Pasteurized 
milk is the safest milk supply. 


tl is we!! to keep in mind that so far as the 


recent 
occurrence 
of 
scarlet 
fever 
spread 


through a milk supply is concerned, the tubercu- 
lin test is not involved. As a matter of fact, the 
milk came from a tuberculin tested nerd. The 
question of pasteurization, however, 
was 
in- 


volved. 
Our concern about the milk and the 


present situation is satisfied. Wo are, however, 
still concerned- about the milk stippiy and the 
future welfare of the city. 
The public should 


not be confused about w'^at tho relative value 
•between the tuberculin testing of cows and pas- 
teurizing of jnilk is. The two processes handle 
two entirely different problems.—Madisun Doc- 
tor.

railroads lia'ble in all such 


cases for the damages occasioned by such col- 
lisions whenever the injury happens at a grade 
crossing, and excepting only when the traveler 
has willfully 
placed 
himself in.a .position of 


known-danger. 
This would indirectly hasten 


grade separation at the more dangerous cross- 
ings as the railroads would soon desire to ab- 
solve themselves from liability. 


With greatly increased automobile travel - is 


there not here a suggestion which may well be 
enacted, into law? 
I will thank you, and the 


people will be duly grateful, if some such legis-

vertised ice carnival, Vhere are the skaters of 
bwenty-fiva years ago? Yes, thirty. Dig 'em 
up Mr. Editor, or Eouhdy—Old Timer. 


In the- summer of .1809 Edgar S. Searle taught 


a fe-w pupils in n little wooden building which 
stood on the corner of Pinck.ncy

learning were of brick, but there were absolulp- 
.]y no desirable conveniences; indeed, thp scats 
were most primitive, each one being composed 
of a slab mounted on. four sticks.

term Mr. Searlcs resigned his mastership, and 
Mr. Williamson assumed the scholastic duties 
oC gliding; the six boys who were in attendance. 


The girls—seven in number—received 
their 


instruction from Hiss Pierce, who presided over 
an old building near Dean's block. 


WhethiT the. thirteen children who comprised 


the membership of Madison's educational sys- 
tem feared the woives which frequently scam- 
pered about the part, or not, the fact remains 
that they went quite regularly to their lessons, 
and helped ;o gather the (ire-wood so plentifully 
distributed in close proximity to each home. 


l-'or nearly five years the duration of the term 


•was only between three and four months. Then 
the youth' of the village 
having markedly iu- 


creasad in numbers, required more time and at- 
tention. 
Accordingly, the few months' period 


became lengthened to a school year, and David 
H. Wright took charge of one hundred pupils.

The room was much crowded, so nluch so that 


;i large shelf was built across one side of the 
apartment just, high enough to clear the -door, 
and a ladder was so arranged as to make ac- 
cess easy.
